MILITARY RECORDS - 1812 
(Taken from the Fayetteville Observer Dec. 8, 1938) 


While on a visit to see his daughter, Mrs. J. Knox Moore and 
family, at Wartrace, Bedford county, Tennessee, in 1892, my father, 
Dr. Wed. Miller, was given the roster shown in this article, 4 
reading of which will disclose its features. The document had 
been a valued relic of Wylie Woods for many years, and he being 4 
cousin of my father, presented it to him when their last goodbye 
was said 46 years ago. os 

The citizenship of Middle Tennessee, in its primary days was 
made up largely of Scotch, Trish and English ancestry, 4 fact 
well emphasized by one's reading the list of names to this roster, 
and as many of them had fought under Washington during the Revolu- 
tion, the signers to the paper show they were ready again to 
defend their 'beloved country! as they termed it, and believing 
they were about to be assailed by the British again, did form a 
company of military status for self defense. 

As many of those who joined that company 126 years ago have 
descendants now living hereand there throughout Middle Tennessee, 
the writer herewith submits their names for what their ancestry 
may show. - 


"This instrument was found among the papers of Wallis Estell, Esq., 
a son of Capt, Wallis Estell of the company which company was 
organized about the year igiz2. : , 

"Whereas, the honor of the United States has made it necessary 
that war should be declared against Great Britain by the said 
United States; and whereas, in this contest it may eventually 
’ happen that the active part of our forces may pe called off to 
‘distant service, by which an opportunity will be afforded to the 
disaffected, (if any such there should be amongst us to do much 
mischief. ) 

"Therefore, the purpose of defending the frontiers, and pro- 
perty of our younger prethern when fighting our pattles abroad and 
to suppress and put down any combination which may manifest itself 
inimicable to our beloved country, we, the undersigned, all over 
forty-five years of age, and most of whom fought in the Revolu- 
tionary war, have embodied ourselves into a company, to be called 
or denominated the Revolutionary Volunteers of. Franklin county, 
Tennessee; and when the company is formed officers to command the 
game shall be elected by the suffrage of the members of the company."

The deceased was a man of about 28 years of age, formerly | 
lived in Shelbyville, Tennessee, He was of an excellent family, 
his father being a well-to-do merchant, who died a few weeks since, 
while a couple of brothers.are engaged:in the ministry. During 
the war he served in both armies, first the Confederate, and 
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and afterwards the Federal. At the cessation of hostilities he 
located in this city, where he shortly after married a daughter 

of J.B. Hill. Engaged with the Memphis Transfer Company far 
awhile, and then with different railroads, he remained in the city 
for several years, returning to Shelbyville. about a year ago. 

For a long time he was addicted to strong drink, so much, in 

fact, as to almost unfit him for any position. At the death of 
his father he signed the temperance pledge, but soon after return- 
ing to this city, broke it about two weeks since. From that time 
he has seemed discouraged and melancholy, but no idea was enter- 
tained by his friends of. his ever contemplating the rash act 

by which he ended. his own life. 

- Coroner Moffatt was notified and held an inquest, the jury 
returning a verdict of death from the effects of laudanum, adminis- 
tered by his own hand. No letters or papers of any kind were 
found. ,

WAR CLAINS - A BIT OF HISTORY 
Fayetteville Observer Mar. 15, 1888 


ir, W.H. Ashby, of Norris Creek, was in our office on last Tuesday 
and informed us that an effort is going to be mace to indvce Con- 
gress to reimburse the men who were taxed to pay 40,000 each to 
the families of the three Federal soldiers who were killed by 
bush-whackers at the mouth of Mulberry creek, and their bodies 
thrown into Blk river. Receipts for this tax were signed by Col. 
J.H. Ketchum, and persons holding them are asked to write to Mr. 
Ashby. It may lead to the recovery of the amount, 

Guerrilla warfare was beset by dangers, and no doubt those 
engaged in it were actuated hy patriotic impulses and thought 
they were doing the Confederacy good service, put every blow 
struck by @ bush-whacker only made the iron hand of the invader 
tighten upon the defenseless ones at home, as is abundantly 
proven by this instance. 

In December, 1863, a.Federal foraging train was sent into this 
county, and between 7 and 8 ofclock on the 23d a wagon that had 
become detached was captured one and a half miles from Mulberry. 
The wagon contained five men at the time, Lieut. Porter, of ‘Tndi- 
ana, in command, the captives were taken from one point to another 
until about one o'clock in the morning, at which time the party 
drew up on @ high bluff on Elk river near the: mouth of Mulberry 
creek. The bush-whackers connected with it have never acknowled- 
ged their participation, and although rumor has connected names 
with it, it is not positively known who constituted the party. 
The only version of the occurrence is that given by Porter and 
printed at the time. : : 

The Lieutenent says on arriving at the river they were told 
they would camp there for the night. ‘the captives had their 
nands tied behind them and everything of value taken from their

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persons, after which they were placed five paces from their - 
captors, At the command’ 'ready' from. the leader, the whole party 
immediately fired. One man was killed outright, three wounded 

and Porter, who. threw himself from the bluff, released his hands | 
while in the water, swam the river and, although pursued, escaped 
uninjured. John W. Drought, of North Cape, Racine county, Wis., 
Geo, W, Jacobs, of Delvan, Walworth county, Wis., Newell F, Or-= 
cutt, of Burton, Geauga county, Ohio, and James W. Folley, of 

Ohio, were thrown from the bluff into the river. The latter got 
his hands loose while in the water and escaped. The other three 
men either died from their wounds or drowned in the river. 

When news of the affair reached Chattanooga, the rage of the 
Federal soldiers stationed there knew no bounds and Major-General 
Thomas issued an order, through his adjutant W.D. Whipple, that 
the men connected with the killing be executed as soon as caught, 
that the man killing them should be adjudge guiltless and would ., 
receive the protection of the United States army, and all persons 
suspected of having aided, abetted or harboring the guerrillas 
would be considered guilty and tried by 4 military commission, 

The occurrence was deeply regretted by people in this section, 
who regarded it as one of those deplorable affairs with which the 
annals of war bristle, And although the citizens through here 
were as innocent of complicity as an unborn babe, they had to 
bear the brunt, It was further ordered that the people living with- 
in ..a circuit of ten.miles of where the men were captured be 
assessed, in proportion to their wealth, to raise the amount of 
‘430,000, one-third to go to the family of each of the men whose 
bodies lay in the river, It was generally thought at the time and 
not without reason that instead of the required sum, at least 
90,000 were raised, and the excess wnt into the pockets of the men 
who collected the tax, 

The effort is to recover the money thus unjustly exacted of 
our people, and all interested should address Mr, Ashby, as above 
stated,

RE-TNION OF CO. K, BOONS HILT MINUTE MEN 
Fayetteville Observer September 27, 1888 


In the month of April, 1861, Boons Hill Company was organized. A 
few days later it united with other companies, and Col. Peter 
Turney's 1st.Tennessee Regiment was organized at Winchester, Tenn. 
on the 27th day of April, 1861. The regiment was immediately 
transferred to Virginia. Here the company, received the title of 
"Boons Hill Minute Men," and designated as Co. "K." It is not my 
purpose to recount the deeds of valor, heroism and renown of this 
company: suffice it to say, it was always prompt at its post of 
duty, following Lee and Stonewall Jackson in their most important 
campaigns, and participating in their most important battles. 
Finally, upon the fatal day of Appomattox the survors stacked 
their arms and turned their tearful eyes homeward, bidding adieu 
to the Old Dominion, upon whose bosom sleep so many of their loved 
comrades, Having proven themselves valiant soldiers in war, in 
peace they have proven themselves good citizens, fighting the 
pattie of life bravely. 
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For a number of years, the survivors have been meeting annually in 
re-union at the residence of one of their number. The occasion 

of their last re-vnion was Friday evening, September 14, at the 
residence of C.li.M. Tuly,.Esa., of the 14th Civil District. As 
each member arrived, there were hearty gratulations and shaking of 
hands, At 5 o'clock they were seated at the supper table, Look- 
ing over the sumptuous repast, the remark was made, "What a con- 
trast is this with camp life." They remembered their forced mar- 
ches under Jackson, starting with three days' rations in their 
haversacks, consisting of six biscuits and a pound of raw bacon 
to each man. Supper being over, it was then-in order to talk and 
rehearse the events and incidents of other days, which was con~ 
tinued till 1 o'clock. Roll call was then ordered, and the fol- 
lowing surviving veterans answered to their names, Viz: 

Capt. J.B. Turney, ist Lieut. George Garrett, 2nd Lieut, Jas. 
Holland, Orderly Sergeant C.M.M. Tuly, ist Corporal H.L. Zimmer- 
man, 2nd Corporal J.T. Hardin, 4th Corporal Jas. Massey, Privates 
J.T, Farrar, J.T, Wilson, N.B. Abbott, M.M,. Emmons, W.W. Edwards, 
J.B. Woodard, J.M. Sanders, J.D. Allsup, G.E,. Barnes, W.G. Massey, 
A.H, Turney, W.R. Oldham and J.A, Milliken. 

Tt was then determined that the undersigned, who was a private 
of Company "D" of the same regiment, should write for publication 
the proceedings of the re-union, After some discussion, it was 
determined that the next re-union should be in the month of August 
next at the residence of J.R. Woodard. 

Next morning breakfast being over, they gave to each other the 
parting hand, bidding Godspeed in the great race of life, and 
returned to their respective home. (Signed) H.T. Childs.

ME. W.H. MCCOWN KTLLED 
Fayetteville Observer November 1, 1888 


On last Tuesday night at-9:30 o'clock a terrible tragedy was 
enacted at Garneau's bakery by which Mr. W.H, NeCown received a 
death wound from a pocket-knife in the hand of Yerb.McHElroy. 


Midway of the house there is a compartment partitioned off with 
curtains, in which oysters are served. Messrs. McCown, J.B. 
Wilson, jr., and Earl Evans went into this room to geet oysters. 
Mr, Frank Webb was sitting at a table at the time. The parti- 
culars as related by them are ‘substantially as follows: 


McCown called for the oysters, and as McElroy was slow in waiting 
on them, the order was repeated. ‘This displeased the latter and. 
he began to complain about being ordered around, McCown then in a 
jocular way repeated the order several times, which seemed to 
enrage McElroy, who began to curse and swear, After listening to 
the oaths for a time, McCown interruped him by. saying - - 


"You little s__ of a b__, if you don't dry up I'll wipe up the 
floor with you," : - 
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McElroy then approached the latter and putting his hands behind 
him, opened the knife and stabbed licCown, who apparently was in 
the act of sitting down, McElroy left the knife in the wound, 
from which it was removed by Wilson, ‘The blade passed over the 
collar-bone and severed an artery. 


Mr. Webb caught the wounded man and telling McElroy to help, eased 
him down in a chair, Doctors were summonéd quickly. They succeed- 
ed in staunching the flow of blood for a time, but when it he an 
again he bled internally. 


McCown immediately said it was a fatal wound, and afterward said 
it was done without provocation, , , 


McElroy is about 18% years old and has always borne 4 good char- 
acter; as ig shown by this occurrence, he was of a fiery tempera- 
ment, He was arrested immediately after the stabbing and released 
on $1,000 bound, but was rearrested. on Wednesday morning. 


McCown was taken to the residence of Mr, Wm, J. Stegall, where he 
died at 6 o'clock yesterday morning, He had lived in town . . 
several years, and for the past two years was the chief of police. 
He was married and about 25 years of age. The funeral occurred 
yesterday at 4 otclock, ‘he following is the verdict of the 
coroner's jury:

H, McCown,’ came. to his death by 
being stabbed by @ knife in the hands of one R.M. McElroy, and 
that the same wag done fejoniously. ile :

house in a bad humor and began swearing, Wr. Mead, who is his 
father-in-law, attempted to pacify him and told him to sit down 
and keep quiet. Instead of doing so, he declared an intention of 
killing some one and pointing at his brother-in-law, Ed Mead, who 
was sitting in the room, said: 

"There is the s--~ of a b=-~ I'm going to fixi" 

After delivering himself of the threat Smith advanced upon Ed 
in a menacing manner with a knife in his hand, The ladies inter- 
posed and pushed the latter from the door, Smith then turned his 
attention to Mr. Mead, and began to abuse the old gentleman. kd 
soon returned to the room armed with @ billet of wood and dealt 
Smith two blows upon the head, which produced his death, It is 
thought if he had been sober the blows would not have been fatal, 
but his blood had been so fired by whiskey and inflamed by the 
heat of passion that a blow upon his head at that time was 
extremely hazardous, as the sequel to the difficulty shows. 

Ed Mead is 18 years of age. 

Jas, Smith is about 35 years old. He is a native of this count, 
but lived for some time in Texas, from which State he returned 
about 5 years ago, We understand that he was regarded as a 
dangerous man while in his cups, and about 3 years ago attacked 
a negro in this: place and slightly cut his throat.
